Its immediate advantage to Qu Appelle will lie in the great re- 
duction likely to be effeeted in the price of coal and lumber, the general 
increase of traftic, and the further development and settlement of outly- 
ing auricultural districts of which this town must always be the centre 
and emporium of trade. The ultimate advantages however will probally 
be still rnore important, if, as there can be little reason to doubt, this Rail- 
way will eventually form the main route from the Western States, and 
from the Pacific to Hudson’s Bay, and the shert sea route hence to 
Furope.
